EDUCATOR WOULD CUT 
D O W N THE S T U D Y OF 
A R IT H M E T IC LESSONS 


DENVER. Col., July 9.— School children who have struggled 
long over rithmetic will be glad to know that mathematics has little 
or no educational value and ought to be reduced to a minimum. 
At least such is the opinion of Dr. A. A. Berle, professor in 
Tufts college, in a lecture at the University of Denver, today. 
“ Mathematics has no business 
in 
the 
schools as it is now 
taught," he said. 
“The greater part of the time is wasted upon 
cube roots, square roots, rule of three and partial payments.” 
Other things Dr. Eerie said were: 
“The language of the law 
resembles a heathen jargon. 
It is the last citadel of unreformed 
English. 
When judges of the supreme court are sometimes hope­ 
lessly divided an questions of simple interpretation it is time for us 
to reform our technical vocabulary.
